As  the  season 
gardening  approaches.  I think 
It  Is  about  time  we  had  a little 
chat  about  the  most  useful  of 
all  foliage  hou.se  plants — the 
philodendron. 

It  is  a big  family— the  plant 
explorers  have  discovered  more 
than  300  different  kinds  grow- 
ing In  the  Jungles  of  South 
America— and  It  Is  possible  now 
to  choo.se  plants  In  a wide 
variety  of  size,  habit  of  growth, 
and  shape  of  leaf.  You  can  buy 
them  as  vine*,  as  small  tree*, 
or  as  a rosette-type  plant  W'llh 
exotic,  tropical  foliage. 

The  plant  gets  It*  name  from 
two  Creek  words:  Philo,  mean- 
ing love,  and  Dendron,  meaning 
tree— a tree  lovlng  plant.  This 
dosen't  moan  they  are  true 
parasites,  like  orchids  and 
mistletoe,  living  on  the  Ussue* 
of  the  host  tree.

The  Philodendron*  need  more 
than  air  and  water  for  survival. 

In  Ihe  jungle,  their  roots  are 
firmly  anchored  in  the  leaf 
mould  and  rotted  organic  mat- 
ter around  the  base  of  the  tree 
and  In  the  crotches  and  bark 
crevices.  Thia  gives  u*  a hint 
a«  to  what  kind  of  soil  they 
like.

Prohibition  with  a Sequel 


Mr.  Butler's  interim  budget 
v^as  not  the  place  to  lf>ok  for  it 
perhaps,  there  jwialns  some  disappoint- 
ment in  this  (‘ountry  over  the  continuofl 
exchange  obstacle  placed  in  the  way  of 
British  travel  and  business  visits  to 
Canada.  A Briton  ran  visit  any  Com- 
monwealth country  within  the  sterling 
bloc  and  take  with  him  as  muth  (ravel 
money  a.s  his  own^resources  will  permit. 
He  mav  spend  a holiday  in  foreign  coun- 
tries all  over  Europe  with  a liberal  with- 
drawal fund  permitted  him  by  his  own 
Trca.suo'  But  he  cannot  come  to  Canada 
easily  nor  indeed  as  a traveller  or  for  bu.si- 
ness  exfension  purposes  imle.ss  he  has 
axsidance  from  this  side  of  4ho  Atianti<-. 

That  may  he  the  hard  fact  of  Inter- 
national currency  dealings,  hut  it  is  a 
damaging  one  for  the  growth  of  under- 
standing and  for  dij*ect  business  contacts 
between  two  senior  members  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. It  means  that  Britons  for 


holiday  purposes  now  go  anywhere  else 
but  to  Canada,  rather  than  be  under 
obligation  to  friends  here.  It  means  also 
■ that  British  bu.sinesis  men  on  the  lookout 
for  an  extension  of  their  .sales  in  this 
country  cannot  follow  up  their  effort.^  by 
first-hand  tours  of  the  Dominion.  How 
the  Trea.sury  llmllation  looks  to  the  eyes 
'Tf  a Londoner  was  set  out  ably  In  those 
o>lumns  recently  by  Mr.  Richard  U 
Thomas,  Colonist  com»sf>ondent  there. 
Mr.  Thomas  use<|  the  apt  expres.slon  “one- 
way street.” 

Canadians  meanwhile  ran  visit  Great 
Britain  for  any  purfio.se  and  at  will,  being 
on  the  long  end  of  the  I'urrency  exchange 
ratio.  But  neither  British  (ourlst.s  nor 
British  business  rpen  can  visit  Canada  on 
the  .same  easy  terms.  In  essence,  they 
have  to  find  an  “angel”  here,  or  go 
through  official  subterfuges  that  rob  the 
visit  of  any  pleasure.  *niat  amounts  to 
a prAhibition  of  travel,  and  it  Is  one  in 
which  both  nations  suffer.
